During the 
first year, each student recoiled (as of 1933-33) 100 rubles par north 
from the Qovorment, out of Which ho had to my Tornitory .charges of 10 
to 20 rubles per Month am roes charts of about 200 rubles. Students 
earned the additional money needed to cover theca expenses by mnuttl 
labor at railroad stations, etc*, and by tutoring.

3* At th© I'-etallurgical Institute of Dnopror^otrovsk (1933-1938) first- 
year otudents received leeUiras or infantry tactics, small fj.wr.3, 
and military regulations. Starting with their third year, small groups 
of the older and jwliticnl.’iy reliable students were assembled ami organ!- 
sod into 30-called W? (Mj*her pre-nilitary training - visohaya \ Minskaya 
podgotovka); between 30$ ami 40$ of the students wore so enrolled* these 
students mre taught aviation sciences and other subjects deemed necessary 
for the training of pilots and navigators. In the surrer, two months were 
spent at oanps of aviation units. At the end of the second year, all WP 
students received the rani: of junior lieutenant flyer or navigator. All 
other student a at the institute continued in military subjects as before. 
At the end of the course ofc tbs institute, nil students were required to 
serve in the tey for a y^r an soldiers, v/hereas the WP students after 
graduating from the institute uoi’e required to continue tlueir education 
and wore not to b© enrolled in the Airy* 
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4- 0KB 16. located in tfoscrw, is under the jurisdiction of the Ministry of 
Armament, The chief of 0KB 16 is Eudalmau. In 1940, three students who 
graduated from the Military Air Engineering Aeactery admitted as 
workers. This organisation is concerned with the development and 
construction of new ip-os of air awnanent, Ifadelman and his assistant, 
Bundin, received Stalin Prizes on two occasions for the construction of 
37 am. and 45 automatic guns which are mounted in aircraft.
